Pursuant to conditions specified in a permit (see attached) issued by the City of Chicago, radiation
monitoring was required to be performed at the above referenced site. AECOM Technical Services, Inc.
(AECOM) provided the required radiation surveillance on February 4 and 5, 2015 for an excavation to
install a new gas service located at 419-420 East Ohio Street.

Surveying was performed on the soil removed from a 2 to 3-foot by 68-foot trench excavation both within
the property boundary as well as within the roadway of East Ohio Street, north of the permitted address
(see sketch). The maximum depth of the excavation was approximately 4-feet below ground surface.
Backfill in the vicinity of the gas main was primarily urban fill soil and clean tan sand above areas of
existing utilities encountered within the excavation. Urban fill found in the Streeterville area typically
consists of loose brown-black fine to medium sands with bricks, glass, scrap metal, cinders, etc. The
monitoring revealed no indication of fill soil above the clean-up value established by the U. S.
Environmental Protection Agency (USEPA) for the Streeterville area of Chicago. The USEPA cleanup
value for Chicago’s Streeterville area is 7.1 picocuries per gram (pCi/g) total radium (Ra-226 + Ra-228).

Gamma radiation count measurements for the project were made using Ludlum Model 2221 survey meter
and an unshielded 2 x 2 inch Nal probe (Model 44-10). For the instrument used, the gamma count
threshold equivalent to the 7.1 pCi/g cleanup value is 18,279 counts per minute (cpm) unshielded (6,282
cpm shielded). The field gamma background for the area was measured at approximately 5,742 cpm
unshielded as measured at the exposed soil within the property boundary of the construction site in the
vicinity of the excavation at the permitted address.

Field gamma measurements greater than twice the background count may be considered anomalous
results that potentially indicate contaminated fill soil is in close proximity to the excavation. When results
greater than twice background are observed they require more cautious and frequent field screening, but
are not necessarily indications of the presence of thorium contaminated fill soil. Specifically, there are
naturally materials such as granite, clay and brick that may be above twice background. Although some
field gamma measurements within the excavation did exceed twice background in a couple areas, none
of these values neared the threshold cut-off value for the field instrument equivalent to the USEPA
cleanup value. These measurements, taken with the unshielded probe at the base of the 4-foot
excavation (i.e., for the 48-66 inch lift), were likely biased slightly high because of the close proximity to
the adjacent trench walls.
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The field gamma measurements within the excavation during the excavation process did not exceed the
instrument threshold previously stated and ranged from a minimum of 5,700 cpm to a maximum of 13,500
cpm unshielded. Thus, there was no indication of the presence of radiologically-contaminated material
and/or an exceedance of the USEPA cleanup value of 7.1 pCi/g total radium. A copy of the permit, a field
sketch documenting work performed and photos have been included as attachments.
